Until the end of the war, the German design group "Gluechauf" worked at 
Blankenburg/Harz. This group worked first with the type XXI submarine and 
later with the type XXVI submarine. The group also worked on the Walter 
engine for the latter. When the Soviets entered Blankenburg in 1945, they 
persuaded two Gormans, Dr. Friedrich SZTATECSHX and Willi WITT to work 
for them. WITT organized those specialiets who were still in Blankenburg 
and recruited others from the East and West Zones of Germany for the Special 
Design Bureau which Dr. SZTATECSNY had planned. In September 1946, the 
Bureau, which was call Design Bureau Dr. Sztatescny, began work on the re- 
construction of the type XXVI submarine. Three or four months later 
ANTIPIN, a Soviet navy colonel, arrived and took over leadership of the 
group. The group was then known as Design Bureau Antipin, with the main 
interest directed at reproducing the Walter engine.

The 
SKB offices and the workshop were located at a shipyard, while the SKB office 
occupied by the Germans was located in the ground floor apartment at 18 
Kuznetsovskaya Ulitsa, where they also lived. 1

existed. The only indication of organisational structure within 
SKB 143 is found in the titles of "the Soviet personalities /See below/, 
since we were kept apart from the Soviets as much as possible.
